The article that Alicia sent us tells us about the new dinosaur, Giganotosaurus 
discovered by an amateur fossil hunter in Buenos Aires. The creature looked lke T 
Rex, but was 41 to 43 feet long and weighed 6 to 8 tons when i¢ roamed the 
grasslands of what is now Argentina. it ved about 100 milion years ago, 30 milion 
years before TRex. The creature was ols sight longer ond three tons heavier than 
Rex. Despite the similariy to FRex, however, they were not closely elated. FRex 
lived in North America, and there was no land bridge to South America, so 
Gigantosaurus or its descendants could not have moved north to be the ancestors of 
Tex 

In shor, here is the breakdown: 

Name: Giganotsaurus caroln 


Gigan: giant (Latin) in reference to its enormous size 

“notos-: austral (Greek) means coming from the southern hemisphere
